Trump, after launching his 
campaign with a speech 
that labeled Mexican im¬ 
migrants as “criminals” 
and “rapists," was ini¬ 
tially thought to have no 
chance in the race, but 
the latest polls show him far 
outdistancing the top-tier 
mainstream Republican 
candidates. However, his 
negative numbers in the 
polls are also high and most 
observers remain skeptical 
about his chances of se¬ 
curing the nomination. 
Beyond Trump, those se¬ 
lected among the top 10 
— based on recent na¬ 
tional polls — include Bush, 
Wisconsin Gov. Scott Walk¬ 
er, Texas Sen. Ted Cruz, 
Kentucky Sen. Rand Paul, 
Florida Sen. Marco Rubio, 
retired neurosurgeon Ben 
Carson, former Arkansas 
Gov. Mike Huckabee, New 
Jersey Gov. Chris Christie 
and Ohio Gov. John Ka- 
sich. Making the cut could 
boost the chances of less¬ 
er-known candidates like 
Kasich. 

The debate will be a key 
test for Trump. Some polls 
show his backing has 
grown to nearly double 
that of Bush, the brother 
and son of presidents. 
Those who didn't make the 
field for the first debate in¬ 
clude Fiorina, the party’s 
only female presidential 
candidate. Perry, Louisiana 
Gov. Bobby Jindal, South 
Carolina Sen. Lindsey Gra¬ 


ham, former Pennsylvania 
Sen. Rick Santorum, former 
New York Gov. George 
Pataki and former Virginia 
Gov. Jim Gilmore. 

The announcement comes 
after the Republican Party 
that worked aggressively 
to improve its debates 
ahead of the election 
season. Yet with the larg¬ 
est field of contenders in 
modern memory, organiz¬ 
ers say something had to 
give to ensure the debate 
in Cleveland didn’t turn 
into a nationally televised 
circus. 

“We never ever envisioned 
we’d hove 17 major candi¬ 
dates,” said Steve Duprey, 
New Hampshire’s repre¬ 
sentative to the Republi¬ 
can National Committee 
who helped craft the de¬ 
bate plan. “There’s no per¬ 
fect solution.” 

Republican officials 

worked closely with TV ex¬ 
ecutives, although the net¬ 
works hove the final soy 
about which candidates 
will be allowed on stage 
for their televised events. 
Fox News is the host of 
Thursday’s event, the first 
of six party-sanctioned de¬ 
bates before primary vot¬ 
ing begins in February. The 
network says it used a se¬ 
lection of national polls to 
make this week’s cut. 
Republican officials were 
particularly concerned 
about Fiorina’s status, hop¬ 
ing she would help bal¬ 
ance Hillary Rodham Clin¬ 
ton's push to rally women 
to her candidacy. Trump's 


recent surge in the polls 
was particularly damaging 
to Fiorina. The reality televi¬ 
sion star’s rapid rise has sur¬ 
prised many Republican of¬ 
ficials, some of whom fear 
his rhetoric on immigration 
and other divisive issues 
could hurt the party. In a 
Tuesday interview. Trump 
said he’s been defying ex¬ 
pectations all his life. 

“I think people are tired, 
they’re sick and tired of in¬ 
competent politicians,” he 
said on MSNBC’s “Morning 
Joe” when asked to ex¬ 
plain his rise. 

Fox didn’t say before Tues¬ 
day’s announcement 
which polls it would use to 
determine its top 10. Many 
candidates are grouped 


together in the single digits, 
most separated by a num¬ 
ber smaller than the margin 
of error. 

For example, in a Mon¬ 
mouth University survey 
released Monday, Kasich 
was the 10th candidate 
with the support of 3.2 per¬ 
cent of voters. 

But after taking the margin 
of error into account, Mon¬ 
mouth noted that Kasich’s 
support could be as low as 
1.5 percent, while almost 
any of the candidates who 
polled lower could be that 
high or higher. 

Monmouth found that only 
five candidates — Trump, 
Bush, Walker, Cruz and 
Huckabee — were definite¬ 
ly in the top tier of candi¬ 


dates, while just two —Pa¬ 
taki and Gilmore — would 
not make it into the top 10 
even when margin of error 
was taken into account. 

All but three of the 17 Re¬ 
publican candidates for 
president participated in 
a New Hampshire forum 
Monday night that was es¬ 
sentially a “debate life.” 
Unlike Thursday’s nationally 
televised debate in Cleve¬ 
land, the gathering didn’t 
have a cut-off for partici¬ 
pation. 

Without exception, the 
candidates aimed their 
criticism at Democrats in¬ 
stead of each other.

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Obama, Netanyahu make dueling 
appeals on Iran deal to US Jews

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama and 
Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu made 
dueling appeals to the 
American Jewish com¬ 
munity Tuesday as they 
sought to rally support for 
their opposing positions on 
the Iranian nuclear deal. 
Netanyahu made his case 
in a live webcast with more 
than 10,000 participants, 
according to the U.S. Jew¬ 
ish groups that organized 
the event. The prime min¬ 
ister railed against the 
agreement to curb Iran's 
nuclear program in ex¬ 
change for billions of dol¬ 
lars in sanctions relief, call¬ 
ing it a “bad deal” that 
leaves Tehran on the brink 
of a bomb. 

“The nuclear deal with Iran 
doesn’t block Iran’s path 
to the bomb,” he said. “It 
actually paves Iran’s path 
to the bomb.” 

Netanyahu, one of the 
fiercest critics of the nucle¬ 
ar accord, also disputed 
Obama’s assertion that 
opponents of the diplo¬ 
matic deal favor war. He 
called that assertion “ut¬ 
terly false,” saying Israel 
wants peace, not war. 


Obama held a private 
meeting at the White 
House later Tuesday with 
Jewish leaders — some 
who support the deal, 
some who oppose it, and 
others whose organiza¬ 
tions are undecided. 

The direct appeals from 
Obama and Netanyahu 
come amid an intense 
lobbying campaign on 
Capitol Hill, where law¬ 
makers plan to vote on the 
nuclear deal next month. 
The vote will be one of 
Congress’ most significant 
national security decisions 
in recent years. 

The White House is pre¬ 
paring for the likelihood 
that lawmakers will vote 
against the deal and is 
focusing its lobbying ef¬ 
forts on getting enough 
Democrats to sustain a 
veto. Only one chamber 
of Congress is needed to 
sustain o veto. 

Obama spokesman Josh 
Earnest said Monday that 
the White House is confi¬ 
dent it can sustain o veto 
“at least in the House.” 

The president got a boost 
in the Senate Tuesday with 
Sens. Barbara Boxer, Tim 
Koine and Bill Nelson an¬ 
nouncing their support for 
the deal.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama spent 
his 54th birthday talking 
to a robotic teddy bear 
that teaches children how 
to manage their diabe¬ 
tes and watching a radio 
waves demonstration used 
to detect senior falls. 
Obama on Tuesday wel¬ 
comed more than 30 
startup teams including 
women, minorities and 
others underrepresented in 
entrepreneurship to the first 
White House Demo Day. 
Obama said the U.S. is 
home to more high-tech 
companies than anyplace 
else in the world, but not 
everyone has the chance 
to pursue their dreams be¬ 
cause of challenges like 
raising capital. 

“It’s always hard to get in 


front of the right people, 
but sometimes it’s harder 
if you’re a woman or an 
underrepresented minor¬ 
ity who all too often have 
to fight just to get a seat at 
the table,” he said. 

The White House says about 
3 percent of U.S. startups 
backed by venture capital 
are led by women. About 
1 percent are headed by 
African-Americans. 

“We’ve got to make sure 
that everybody is getting 
a fair shot— the next Steve 
Jobs might be named 
Stephanie or Esteban,” 
Obama said. “We’ve got 
to unleash the full potential 
of every American— not 
leave more than half the 
team on the bench.” 
Before his remarks, Obama 
toured half a dozen start¬ 
ups in the State Dining 
Room including Sakti3— 


which designs solid-state 
lithium batteries to power 
mobile phones, computers 
and cars— and Duolingo, 
a free app that teaches 
languages. 

“I’m going to tap in this” 
and “spruce up my Span¬ 
ish,” Obama said, promis¬ 
ing to check out the appli¬ 
cation whenever he gets 
access to a smartphone 
again. The president also 
announced new public 
and private-sector com¬ 
mitments to attract diversi¬ 
ty in entrepreneurship and 
technology including the 
winners of Small Business 
Administration competi¬ 
tions, federal partnerships 
to increase training efforts 
by the National Science 
Foundation and expand¬ 
ing the TechHire initiative, 
where cities and states 
partner with employers in 


recruitment. 

Before the group of young, 
diverse innovators sang 
“Happy Birthday” to the 


president, Obama said 
he looked forward to see¬ 
ing what all they end up 
doing.G 
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Wildfire wreaks havoc on California vacation spot

MIDDLETOWN, California 
(AP) — A predictable but

to threaten nearly 7,000 
more. 

As firefighters and equip¬

Lake, more than 13,000 
people were required 
or urged to leave their 
homes, vacation cabins 
and campsites in the latest 
fire-prone region to find it¬ 
self under siege. 

“This never gets easier," 
said Gina Powers, who 
with her husband and cats 
on Sunday night fled the 
Spring Valley home she has 
evacuated before in the 
more than two decades 
she has lived there. “This 
time it was scarier.” 


Large explosion rocks south 
Missouri aluminum factory 


MARSTON, Mo. (AP) — A 

massive explosion rocked 
a southeast Missouri alumi¬ 
num plant Tuesday, injur¬ 
ing some workers and cre¬ 
ating a plume of smoke 
that could be seen for 
miles. 

The explosion and fire oc¬ 
curred around 12:30 p.m. 
at the Noranda Aluminum 
plant near the town of 
Marston in New Madrid 
County, about 170 miles 
south of Sf. Louis. 

Noranda spokesman 
John Parker said all work¬ 
ers had been accounfed 
for and there were no 
life-threatening injuries. 
He said some people suf¬ 
fered what appeared to 
be non-critical abrasions, 
dust irritation or smoke in¬ 
halation. 

Parker said one of the in¬ 
jured workers was taken to 
a hospital for treatment. 
Others were treated at 
the scene. 

Parker said a molten metal 


explosion occurred in the 
cast house of the plant, 
where the company pro¬ 
duces extrusion billet, a 
length of metal with a cy¬ 
lindrical shape. Produc¬ 
tion in the cast house was 
suspended, Parker said, 
but work continued at the 
rest of the facility. 

Noranda employs about 
900 workers in New Madrid 
County. Parker said about 
20 people were working in 
the area where the explo¬ 
sion happened. The cause 
is under investigation. 
Noranda, based in Frank¬ 
lin, Tennessee, is an alu¬ 
minum producer with six 
plants in the U.S. and one 
on Jamaica. The Missouri 
plant is the company's 
primary aluminum smelter. 
The company's website 
says the plant produces 
about 263,000 metric tons 
of primary aluminum an¬ 
nually, roughly 15 percenf 
of all U.S. aluminum pro¬ 
duction as of 2009.G 


State and federal fire offi¬ 
cials said fhe stubborn fire 
had consumed more than 
101 square miles (261.59 
square kilometers) by Tues¬ 
day morning after flames 
jumped a highway in sev¬ 
eral places. It remained 12 
percent contained and 
was not expected to be 
corralled until at least Mon¬ 
day. 

The fire, by far the largest 
of 11 burning in northern 
California on Wednes¬ 
day, started on July 29 in 
drought-withered brush 
that has not burned in 
years in the Lower Lake 
area, about 100 miles (160 
kilometers) north of San 
Francisco. A cause has not 
been determined. 

The National Interagency 
Fire Center in Boise, Idaho, 
has the wildfire listed as 
the nation's highest priority 


for crews and equipment 
even as potentially de¬ 
structive blazes burned in 
Oregon and Washington, 
spokesman Mike Ferris said. 
Ferris called the fire “one 
big monster." 

“In Northern California 
alone, all their resources 
are committed, and they 
are having to go outside 
the geographic area to 
get resources, whether it's 
aircraft or firefighters,” Fer¬ 
ris said. 

With more than 3,000 fire¬ 
fighters battling the smoky 
blaze and evacuees seek¬ 
ing shelter, motels were 
booked up for days wifhin 
miles. President Barack 
Obama was briefed on fhe 
fire and has asked his aides 
fo stay in close touch with 
California Gov. Jerry Brown 
and other local officials, 
fhe Whife House said. □

The lawsuit, with Reed-

Officials probing deadly New Hampshire tent collapse

LANCASTER, New Hamp¬ 
shire (AP) — It’s unclear 
why a circus that was 
warned about impend¬ 
ing severe weather put 
on its planned show in a 
tent that ended up col¬ 
lapsing in a storm, killing a 
spectator and his 8-year- 
old daughter, the state fire 
marshal in New Hampshire 


said Tuesday. 

More than 30 others were 
taken to hospitals after the 
collapse Monday night at 
the Lancaster Fairgrounds. 
Fire Marshal Bill Degnan 
said it’s the responsibility 
of the circus operator to 
monitor the weather. The 
show began seven minutes 
after the National Weather 
Service issued a severe- 
thunderstorm warning. The 


storm blew through about 
15 minutes after that, with 
about 100 people inside 
the tent. 

Spectator Heidi Medeiros, 
who attended the circus 
with her 3-year-old son, 
told WMUR-TV that the 
metal poles holding up the 
tent flew out of the ground, 
then slammed onto the 
bleacher where they had 
been sitting. 


Degnan said the storm cut 
a track of a half-mile to a 
mile (about 800-1,600 me¬ 
ters) that included downed 
trees while it approached 
the tent. 

The victims of the col¬ 
lapse were identified as 
41-year-old Robert Young 
and his daughter Anna- 
belle, of Vermont. An au¬ 
topsy showed they died 
of blunt force trauma. 


Degnan said. The yellow- 
and red-striped tent was 
still on the ground Tues¬ 
day afternoon, away from 
the bleachers. Items were 
still strewn about, such as 
concession-type inflatable 
Sponge Bob figurines. 
Degnan said the opera¬ 
tor, Florida-based Walker 
International Events, has 
been cooperating in the

ca. Six hopefuls — Donald 
Trump, Rand Paul, Mike 
Huckabee, Bobby Jindal, 
Carly Fiorina and Rick Perry 
— have appeared 20 times 
or more each on Fox or 
Fox Business Channel, the 


network said. Besides in¬ 
terviews, candidates have 
joined the panel of talk 
shows like “Outnumbered” 
or “The Five.” 

“It is the most important fa- 
rum for a Republican run¬ 
ning far president,” said 
Matthew Dawd, chief strat¬ 
egist for President George 
W. Bush’s 2004 campaign 
and now an ABC News an¬ 
alyst. Fox announced Tues¬ 
day afternoon that Trump, 
Paul, Huckabee, Jeb Bush, 


Ben Carson, Ted Cruz, John 
Kasich, Marco Rubio, Scott 
Walker and Chris Chris¬ 
tie were included in the 
prime-time debate. The re¬ 
maining candidates will be 
in a secandary forum that 
starts four hours earlier. 
Trump, wha is leading in the 
polls, leads in time spent on 
Fox (just under five hours. 
Media Matters said). Sean 
Hannity’s prime-time show, 
which hosted Trump, Cruz 
and Christie one night last 


week, has offered the can¬ 
didates twice as much air¬ 
time as any other individual 
show. Media Matters said. 
Part of the draw for can- 
didafes is fhe size of Fox's 
audience: seccnd only fo 
shark-obsessed Discovery 
among cable netwarks in

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Greece: Prospect of new election grows, market hit

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

Greece’s government 
conceded Tuesday that 
dissent within the ruling 
party was likely to force an 
early election, while bank 
shares plummeted again 
on the stock market, which 
reopened this week after a 
long closure. 

The left-wing government is 
relying on opposition party 
support for approval in par¬ 
liament of new austerity 
measures demanded by 
bailout lenders, following a 
revolt by nearly one fourth 
of its own lawmakers. 
Government spokeswom¬ 
an Olga Gerovasili said 
the government would not 
form a national unity gov¬ 
ernment and described 
early elections as “likely.” 
“A solution will be found, 
since the country needs a 
strong government,” Gero¬ 
vasili told private Skai tele¬ 
vision. "(Early) elections 
are likely but that doesn't 
mean we will be dealing 
today with when they will 
take place.” 

Amid the uncertainty, the 
main stock index lost an¬ 
other 1.2 percent Tuesday, 
the second day the mar¬ 
ket has been open follow¬ 
ing a five-week shutdown. 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — 

Turkish warplanes pound¬ 
ed suspected Kurdish rebel 
targets in southeast Turkey 
on Tuesday in retaliation 
to a rebel mortar attack 
at a military base which 
wounded a 6-year-old 
girl, the state-run Anadolu 
Agency reported.

The ministry said in a state¬ 
ment that Russia is claim¬ 
ing 1.2 million square ki¬ 
lometers (over 463,000 
square miles) of Arfic sea 
shelf exfending more fhan 
350 naufical miles (abouf 
650 kilometers) from the 
shore. 

Russia, the U.S., Canada, 
Denmark and Norway 
have all been trying to 
assert jurisdiction over 
parts of fhe Arcfic, which 
is believed fo hold up fo 
a quarfer of fhe planef’s 
undiscovered oil and gas. 
Rivalry for Arctic resources 
has intensified as shrinking 
polar ice is opening new 
opportunities for explora¬ 
tion. 

Russia was the first to sub¬ 
mit its claim in 2002, but 
the U.N. sent it back for 
lack of evidence. If sub¬ 
miffed a parfial revision re¬ 
garding the Okhotsk Sea in 
2013 and the commission 
issued a recommendation 
the following year, U.N. 
depufy spokesman Farhan 
Haq said.

Croatia celebrates Independence; Serbs mourn

ZAGREB, Croatia (AP) — 

Tanks rumbled and soldiers 
marched as Croatia held 
a military parade Tuesday 
ta mark the 20th anniver¬ 
sary of sealing its indepen¬ 
dence tram Yugoslavia, 
while neighboring Serbia 
maurned victims at the mili¬ 
tary aperatian that marked 
the end of a four-year war. 
The parade in the Croatian 
capital, Zagreb, and other 
events were hailed as vic¬ 
tory celebrations in Croa¬ 
tia. In Serbia, the anniver¬ 
sary was marked as a day 
at maurning far the nearly 
700 ethnic Serbs who died 
in the Croatian “Opera¬ 
tion Storm” that crushed 
the Belgrade-backed insur¬ 


gency in western Croatia in 
1995. 

Some 200,000 Croatian 
Serbs fled the offensive 
that sealed Croatia’s dec¬ 
laration of independence 
made in 1991. Mast of the 
ethnic Serbs have never 
returned ta their homes in 
and around the town of 
Knin, the center of the re¬ 
bellion. 

The war in Croatia claimed 
at least 10,000 lives and 
left hundreds of thousands 
homeless when Serbs 
launched the rebellion, 
wanting to remain within 
the Serb-led Yugoslavia. 
The anniversary celebra- 
tians have far years bur¬ 
dened relations between 
Croatia and Serbia, the 
wartime Balkan foes who

Israel arrests extremist in crackdown

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli 
authorities kicked otf a 
promised crackdown on 
Jewish extremists following 
lost week’s deadly arson 
attack on o Palestinian 
family, arresting a high- 
profile activist accused of 
leading a new movement 
of defiant settler youths 
who embrace violence 
and reject the rule of law 
in the name of the purity of 
the Holy Land. 

Meir Ettinger, whose arrest 
Monday was extended in 
court Tuesday, is the grand¬ 
son of U.S.-born Rabbi Meir 
Kahane, Israel’s most no¬ 
torious Jewish extremist, 
whose ultranationalist party 
was banned from Israel’s 
parliament for its racist 
views in 1988 and who was 
killed by on Arab gunman 
in New York in 1990. 
According to the Shin 


Bet security agency, the 
23-year-old Ettinger was ar¬ 
rested for “involvement in 
an extremist Jewish organi¬ 
zation.” The agency would 
not say if he is also suspect¬ 
ed in the July 31 arson at¬ 
tack, but it has accused 
Ettinger of heading an ex¬ 
tremist movement seeking 
to bring about religious “re¬ 
demption” through attacks 
on Christian sites and Pales¬ 
tinian homes. 

Ettinger, in o large skullcap, 
scruffy beard and side- 
locks, smiled at the swarm 
of news crews before his 
hearing. In o July 30 blog 
post before his arresf, he 
denied fhe Shin Bef’s ac¬ 
cusation that he leads an 
extremist group. 

“There is no terror organiza¬ 
tion, but there are many, 
many Jews, many more 
than people think, whose 
value system is completely 
different than that of the Is¬ 


raeli Supreme Court or the 
Shin Bet,” Ettinger wrote. 
“The laws they are bound 
by are not the State’s laws 
... but laws that are much 
more eternal and real.” 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu has pledged 
“zero tolerance” for Jew¬ 
ish terrorism following two 
deadly attacks by extrem¬ 
ists. The attack that killed 
18-month-old Ali Dawab- 
sheh and severely injured 
his parents and 4-year-old 
brother in the West Bank 
came a day after an anti- 
gay ultra-Orthodox man 
stabbed a 16-year-old 
Israeli girl during a ram¬ 
page against marchers at 
Jerusalem’s gay pride pa¬ 
rade. The girl later died of 
her wounds.Aufhorifies are 
expected to crack down 
much harder on suspected 
Jewish extremist cells, par¬ 
ticularly among West Bonk 
settler youths.Q 


Yemen pro-government troops 
retake rebel-held base In south

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — Yemen’s pro-government 
troops fought pockets of resistance outside o key mili¬ 
tary base in the country’s south Tuesday, o day after 
they seized it from Shiite rebels, military officials said. 
The capture of the Al-Anod base — once the site of 
U.S. intelligence operations against al-Qaida’s power¬ 
ful Yemeni affiliate — was a significant victory for fhe 
forces allied fo Yemen’s exiled President Abed Rabbo 
Mansour Hadi in their battle to reverse the gains of fhe 
rebels known as Houfhis. 

The base was faken by fhe rebels when fhe conflicf in- 
fensified in the spring and was their main encampment 
in the country’s south. The pro-government forces took 
45 prisoners in the battle for the base and were march¬ 
ing north toward another rebel-held military base 
called Labouza — the largest in the south, the military 
officials said. 

As Al-Anad fell, rebel fighfers fled to the nearby hills, the 
officials added. Yemen’s Defense Ministry announced 
the “liberation of Al-Anad military base” in a statement 
late Monday, thanking the Saudi-led coalition that has 
been targeting the Houthis in an air campaign since 
March. 

Ministry officials and military leaders from Hadi’s govern¬ 
ment in exile in Saudi Arabia returned to the southern 
city of Aden last week and the statement was issued 
from there. In a statement carried by rebel-controlled 
news agency SABA late Monday, the rebels denied the 
base hod been token. 

It took several days to capture Al-Anad, with pro-gov¬ 
ernment troops, backed by tanks and armored per¬ 
sonnel carriers, pushing toward the base as coalition 
airstrikes cleared the path for fheir advance. Milifary 
officials said allied fighters had cut off fhe main road 
between al-Anad and the embattled city of Taiz for fhe 
first time since the Houthis took control of it in March. 
Meanwhile, at least 15 pro-government fighters were 
killed by two land mine explosions in their push north 
toward the Houthi-controlled al-Houta, the capital of 
Lohj province, both pro-government militia and Houthi 
officials said. 

In Taiz, Yemen’s third largest city, ground fighting raged 
for hours, killing at least seven and wounding 47 fight¬ 
ers, security officials from both sides said. Two civilians 
were also killed, medical officials added. 

All officials spoke on condition of anonymity because 
they are not authorized to speak to reporters. 

The fighting in Yemen pits the Houthis and troops loyal 
to former President Ali Abdullah Saleh against southern 
separatists, local and tribal militias, Sunni Islamic mili¬ 
tants and President Hadi’s loyalists. 

After months of fierce fighting, pro-government forces 
also recently pushed rebels out of Aden and advanced 
in Taiz.Q

Colombia: 

16 police officers killed in helicopter crash

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) — 

Sixteen Colombian police 
officers died Tuesday when 
their Black Hawk helicopter 
crashed while taking part in 
a manhunt for the nation's 
most-wanted drug traf¬ 
ficker, the second deadly 
air accident affecting the 
U.S.-trained military in less 
than a week. 

Two other uniformed per¬ 
sonnel were in critical con¬ 
dition and being treated 
for serious burns. 

Authorities attributed the 
crash to bad weather. But 
the location, in a dense 
jungle near the Gulf of Ura- 
ba dominated by drug traf¬ 


fickers and also a refuge for 
leftist rebels, immediately 
fueled speculation that the 
helicopter may have been 
fired on. 

Colombia's biggest news¬ 
paper, El Tiempo, posted 
on its website an audio 
recording that it said was 
a cockpit recording from 
an aircraft that was ac¬ 
companying the crashed 
helicopter. In the record¬ 
ing, an unidentified person 
remarks that the downed 
aircraft appeared to have 
been shot at from the 
ground and possibly was 
hit by a homemade mortar 
shell often used by rebels. 
The Bogota-based paper 
didn't say how it obtained 


the recording. While not 
ruling out the possibility of 
an attack. Defense Minister 
Luis Carlos Villegas said two 
other helicopters partici¬ 
pating in the mission would 
have detected any gunfire 
and didn’t observe any. 

He said the most likely hy¬ 
pothesis was that low-lying 
cloud cover obstructed 
the pilots’ visibility and the 
Black Hawk crashed at a 
speed of 180 kph (110 mph) 
into a hillside. The aircraft 
was destroyed, he said. 
Police said the Black Hawk 
was part of a mission hunt¬ 
ing Dairo Otoniel Usaga, 
leader of Colombia's most 
violent drug-smuggling 
gang.Q

terrorism. Shurat HaDin filed 
suit over Kim’s disappear¬ 
ance just one day before 
the George W. Bush ad¬ 
ministration removed North 
Korea from that list. 

The removal has compli¬ 
cated efforts to collect 
damages from Pyong¬ 
yang, including by access¬ 
ing the millions of dollars 
of its money still thought 
to be frozen in several U.S.

— Compared to some of 
his neighbors, Jimmy Belle- 
fleur is not doing badly. 
The electrician has turned 
abandoned government 
office space into a one- 
room home for his wife and 
their two daughters. 

He covered the open win¬ 
dow with a plastic tarp and 
installed a simple door with 
a lock. It’s a small bit of 
security for his family, who 
live as squatters on the up¬ 
per floor of a building dam¬ 
aged in Haiti’s 2010 earth¬ 
quake. 

Officials say most of the 
1.5 million people home¬ 
less after the magnitude 
7.0 quake that destroyed 
much of the capital and 
surrounding areas have 
now found shelter, with 
about 65,000 living in some 
66 encampments, accord¬ 
ing to the International Or¬ 
ganization of Migration. 

Yet there are thousands 
of homeless like Bellefleur 
who go uncounted in 
abandoned buildings or 
hidden tent camps. Some 
are people who received 


rent subsidies from non¬ 
governmental groups that 
have since run out. 

In downtown Port-au- 
Prince, there are people 
getting by the best they 


can in the ruins of a luxury 
hotel, under tarps and in 
a windowless trailer on the 
grounds of the destroyed 
national theater. Others 
are in buildings classified as 


too dangerous to enter. 

The iconic Iron Market, 
which collapsed in the 
quake, was restored after 
the disaster. But around it 
stretch avenues lined with 


street stalls masking aban¬ 
doned, crumbled build¬ 
ings. 

During the day, hairdress¬ 
ers and manicurists work 
inside the garbage-strewn 
structures, 

which are missing walls 
and, in some cases, entire 
facades. At night, the shells 
of the more intact build¬ 
ings are home to people 
like Bellefleur and his fam¬ 
ily. Because he is an elec¬ 
trician, he managed to 
rig up electricity. But they 
have no water and much 
of the structure is exposed 
to the elements. 

Before the quake, they 
lived in two rented rooms 
in the Carrefour-Feuilles 
district, near downtown. 
But the building was de¬ 
stroyed, 

he says, and they lived on 
the streets for more than a 
year. 

“I don’t like the children 
here. It’s very open. There 
is no security,” he says. 

But he has no better alter¬ 
native. “I don’t have the 
means to leave,” he says. 
And, he notes, “There are 
a lot of people who live 
worse than we do.”Q 


LGBT Jamaicans hold 1st gay pride celebrations on island

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) 

— Jamaica’s LGBT com¬ 
munity is holding its first gay 
pride celebration in the is¬ 
land’s capital, a weeklong 
event that was previously 
almost unthinkable in a Ca¬ 
ribbean country long de¬ 
scribed as the one of the 
globe’s most hostile places 
to homosexuality. 

Events in Kingston have in¬ 
cluded a flash mob gather¬ 
ing in a park, an art exhibit 
and performances featur¬ 
ing songs and poems by 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and 


transgender Jamaicans. 
A dance party was set for 
Wednesday. 

Jamaican gay rights ac¬ 
tivists said Tuesday the 
peaceful events are a clear 
sign that tolerance for LGBT 
people is expanding on the 
island even though stigma 
is common and longstand¬ 
ing laws criminalizing gay 
sex between men remain 
on the books. 

“I think we will look back on 
this and see it as a turning 
point because many per¬ 
sons thought that it would 
never actually happen,” 
said Latoya Nugent of the 


Jamaica Forum of Lesbi¬ 
ans, All-Sexuals and Gays, 
or J-FLAG, the rights group 
that organized the event. 
For years, Jamaica’s gay 
community lived so far un¬ 
derground that their parties 
and church services were 
held in secret locations. 
Most stuck to a “don’t ask, 
don’t tell” policy of keep¬ 
ing their sexual orientation 
hidden to avoid scrutiny or 
protect loved ones. A num¬ 
ber of gay Jamaicans have 
won asylum overseas. 

But while discrimination 
against gays remains per¬ 
vasive in many parts of 


Jamaica and anti-gay vio¬ 
lence flares up recurrently, 
Nugent said there’s an in¬ 
accurate perception over¬ 
seas that homosexuals in 
Jamaica “can’t even walk 
on the streets because if 
you do you are going to 
be stoned or stabbed to 
death.” 

“What we are seeing these 
days is more and more 
LGBT people willing to be 
visible, to be open, and to 
be public,” said Nugent, 
a co-chair of the planning 
committee for the events 
called PrideJa. “It’s remark¬ 
able.” 


Still, some 80 incidents of 
discrimination, threats, 
physical attacks, displace¬ 
ment and sexual violence 
were reported to J-FLAG 
last year and the high- 
profile 2013 mob murder of 
transgender teen Dwayne 
Jones remains unsolved. 
There have been reports of 
targefed sexual assaulfs of 
lesbians. In a 2014 reporf. 
New York-based Human 
Rights Watch asserted that 
LGBT people in Jamaica 
remain the targets of un¬ 
checked violence and are 
frequently refused housing 
or employmenf.Q

Mayweather announces Sept. 12 fight with Andre Berto

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Floyd 
Mayweather Jr. will return 
to the ring tor the first time 
since boxing's richest fight 
ever, toeing Andre Berto 
on Sept. 12 in what he has 
said will be his final fight. 
The welterweight title bout 
doesn’t figure to be nearly 
as lucrative as Mayweath- 
er’s May 2 fight with Manny 
Pacquiao that earned him 
a reported $220 million. But 
it will still be sold on pay- 
per-view, even though 
Mayweather will be an 
overwhelming favorite to 
win for the 49th time in as 
many fights as a pro. 

Berto, a 2004 Olympian, 
was once thought of as a 
rising star but has lost three 
of his last six fights. Two of 
those losses were to Robert 
Guerrero and Victor Ortiz, 
fighters that Mayweather 
beat easily. 

“I always bring my A-game 
and this fight against An¬ 
dre Berto is no exception,” 
Mayweather said in an¬ 
nouncing the bout. “He’s a 
young, strong fighter who 
is hungry to take down the 
best. Forty-eight have tried 
before and on September 
12, I'm going to make it 49.” 
The fight is the last in a six- 
bout deal that Mayweath¬ 
er has with the Showtime 
network, and Mayweather 
has said repeatedly he 
will retire when the deal is 
finished. The 38-year-old 
retired once before, but 
came back to fight after 


taking a short break. 

“Floyd has been com¬ 
pletely consistent and 
hasn't wavered a bit in 
saying this is his last fight,” 
said Stephen Espinoza, 
executive vice president 
and general manager for 
Showtime Sports. “He’s still 
arguably the best fighter in 
the sport so it’s somewhat 
surprising for him to step 
away now but I’ve never 
heard him say anything 


other than this will be his 
last.” Espinoza dismissed 
criticism that the fight looks 
like a mismatch, saying 
there were complications 
trying to do a deal with Brit¬ 
ain’s Amir Khan and not a 
big pool of other fighters to 
choose from. He said Berto 
will be aggressive against 
Mayweather, something 
Pacquiao was not able or 
willing to be in their fight. 
“He's one of those fighters 


who never fails to enter¬ 
tain,” Espinoza said about 
Berto. “His biggest flaw is 
he’s probably too aggres¬ 
sive.” Mayweather waited 
until the last possible mo¬ 
ment to announce the 
fight, which will take place 
at the MGM Grand arena 
where he won a unani¬ 
mous decision over Pac¬ 
quiao. The two fighters will 
get together in Los Angeles 
on Thursday to promote the 


bout, which is less than six 
weeks away. 

Berto (30-3) won his first 27 
fights as a pro after losing in 
the first round of the Athens 
Olympics, winning a piece 
of the welterweight title 
along the way. But he was 
then beaten by Ortiz and 
would go on to lose back- 
to-back fights to Guerrero 
and Jesus Soto Karass.

DETROIT (AP) — Mel Farr, a 
former NFL Offensive Rook¬ 
ie of the Year who rushed 
for more than 3,000 yards in 
seven pro seasons with the 
Detroit Lions, has died. He 
was 70. 

Farr, a running back, 
played college football at 
UCLA and finished seventh 
in the voting for the 1966 
Heisman Trophy. He was 
drafted in 1967 in the first 
round by the Lions and ran 
for 860 yards in 13 games 
as a rookie. Farr spent his 
whole NFL career with De¬ 
troit, from 1967-73. 

"The entire Lions family is 
saddened by the passing 
of Mel Farr," Lions President 
Tom Lewand said in a state¬ 
ment Tuesday. “As both a 
player and a businessman, 
Mel was blessed with many 
talents and a personality to 
match. His energetic pres¬ 
ence in Detroit, both on 
the field during his playing 
career and off the field for 
decades after, was unique 
and unmistakable. 

“Mel truly lived a life of dis¬ 
tinction and will be missed." 
One of Farr’s sons told the 
team that Farr died Mon¬ 
day, a Lions spokesman 
said. 

Farr led Detroit in rushing 
as a rookie and tallied 197 
yards in a game against 
Minnesota. He also caught 
39 passes for 317 yards. He 
scored six touchdowns that 
season.

In 1970, Farr rushed for 717 
yards, helping the Lions go 
10-4 in the regular season 
and reach the playoffs for 
the first time since 1957. 

He was named to play in 
the 1968 and 1971 NFL Pro 
Bowls. 

Farr finished his pro career 
with 3,072 yards on 739 car¬ 
ries and would go on to a 
second career selling cars 
in the Detroit area. 

At one point, Farr owned 
about a dozen dealerships 
in several states and ap¬ 
peared in TV commercials 
as the cape-wearing Mel 
Farr Superstar. 

But the spiraling cost of 
thousands of loans to bad- 
credit customers, lawsuits 
and overexpansion helped 
lead to the end of his busi¬ 
ness empire. 

In early 2000, most of his 
dealerships were losing 
money and Farr had de¬ 
faulted on $50 million in 
loans from Ford Motor Co.’s 
credit arm. 

Farr’s brother. Miller, and 
two sons, Mel Jr. and Mike, 
also played in the NFL. Mike 
Farr spent time with the Li¬ 
ons. 

Mel Farr remained close 
to football and the Lions 
over the years, and was a 
founding member of the 
Detroit Lions Alumni Asso¬ 
ciation and active partici¬ 
pant in Detroit Lions com¬ 
munity and philanthropic 
initiatives, the team said. □

The 22-year-old Texan was 
trying to become the first 
player to win them all in 
one season, and he came 
closer than any of the oth¬ 
er three greats — Arnold 
Palmer, Jack Nicklaus and 
Woods — to getting the 
third leg of the Grand Slam 
at the British Open. 

His three-putt on the 14th 
green at St. Andrews, when 
the second round resumed 
in wind so strong Spieth was 
heard to say, “We never 
should have started,” is not 
what cost him a chance 
at the claret jug. He had 
four other three-putts that 
round. He took four putts 
on the eighth green in the 
final round. He also made 
a bunch of birdies all week, 
and at the end of 72 holes, 
he needed one more. Sim¬ 
ple as fhat. 

If there was a hangover, it 
didn't last long. 

Spieth was playing golf in 
Dallas with friends when his 
roommafe mentioned the 
“weirdest feeling” about 
watching the Open. He 
told him that it seemed as 
though Spieth had an off 
week af St. Andrews, per¬ 
haps because he already 
had won the Masters and 
U.S. Open. Maybe it was in¬ 
grained in everyone, Spieth 
included, that anything but 
a victory at the British Open 
was not going to be ac¬ 
ceptable. 

“We played good golf giv¬ 


en everything,” Spieth said. 
“It’s still good to play a ma¬ 
jor and lose by one shot. 
But that was one shot from 
being the greatest week 
of my life, insfead of being 
on fhe back burner. That’s 
what put it in perspective 
for me.” 

If was a memorable run, 
and now if’s time to move 
on. 

Spieth already has shown 
at such a young age he is 
equipped to do just that. 

His goal at St. Andrews was 
to ignore what was at stake 
and treat it like another 
major. 

Put the ball in play. Make 
putts. Get in contention. He 
said when it was over the 
historical significance nev¬ 
er crossed his mind even 
when he was tied for the 
lead with two holes to play. 
His approach to Whistling 
Straits isn’t much different. 

“I really don’tthinkit chang¬ 
es at all,” Spieth said. 

“Like I said, the historical 
part never factored into my 
preparation or knowledge 
of fhe course or whatever. 
All in all, I have the exact 
same feeling. 

I may feel better. I knew 
what was at stake, and 
there was an added ele¬ 
ment to that off the course. 
Those were the questions 
everyone was asking. 
That’s what the crowd was 
saying as you go hole to 
hole in the practice round. 
‘The Grand Slam is alive.’ 

“I wish they were still saying 
that,” he said. “But since 
they aren’t, that might 
ease the burden as far as 
practice.” 

He laughed when asked 
about the American Slam 
— winning the three U.S. 
majors in the same season. 
“When did that start?” he 
said, already knowing the 
answer. 

No one ever talked about 
an American Slam until it 
was served up as a conso¬ 
lation prize to Woods when 
his shot at the Grand Slam 
ended in the wind and rain 
at Muirfield in 2002. Woods 
made a strong run at the 
PGA Championship that 


year by making birdie on 
his last four holes, only to 
finish one shot behind Rich 
Beem. 

Now the opportunity falls 
fo Spiefh. If’s sfill a chance 
fo achieve something no 
one has ever done, though 
it feels hollow compared 
wifh what he was chasing 
a month ago at the home 
of golf. 

The Grand Slam is over. His 
season is not. 

Spieth knows what it’s like 
to adjust goals during the 
course of the season, just as 
he did as a rookie in 2013 
when he started the year 
without a PGA Tour and 
finished it as the youngest 
American (20) to play in 
the Presidents Cup. 

Looking back, he set mod¬ 
est expectations for 2015. 
“My goals for this year were 
to make the Presidents Cup 
team, contend in at least 
one major and make the 
cut in all the majors,” he 
said. “In 2013, they were 
tangible, specific goals I 
could shoot for. Righf now, 
what’s bigger than what 
we’ve done? 

We had a chance to do 
something no one has 
done — win all four majors 
in a year.” 

Part of the challenge is to 
finish strong. That’s what 
Spieth failed to do last sea¬ 
son, when he finished out 
of fhe fop 20 in six of his final 
seven events on the PGA 
Tour. 

In his eyes, a new season 
starts this week at Bridges¬ 
tone Invitational in Ohio, fol¬ 
lowed by the PGA Champi¬ 
onship and then four FedEx 
Cup playoff events. 

“I would like to win one of 
these last six events,” he 
said. “I’d like to be in con¬ 
tention and close one of 
fhem ouf, sfay focused on 
frying to win one of these 
six and forget about how 
this year has gone. This is 
so new for us. It’s hard as a 
team for us to sit back and 
not want to soak in what’s 
happened.” 

A lot has happened. 
And even in the final two 
months, there’s a lot left. □

The word thy¬ 
roid comes from the 
Greek “thura" which 
means “door,” which is 
what the thyroid looks like. 
Your thyroid gland is the 
largest endocrine gland 
and is situated in the front 
of the neck. Your thyroid 
gland secretes iodine- rich 
hormones thyroxin and tri¬ 
iodothyronine which regu¬ 
late your metabolism rate; 
but its effects are felt all 
aver the bady. 

Thyraid glands that 
are nat functianing opti¬ 
mally produce a myriad at 
symptams. Many peaple 
experience unexplained 
cold hands and feet, low 
body temperature, sensi¬ 
tivity to cold, a feeling of al¬ 
ways being chilled, head¬ 
aches, insomnia, dry skin 
and hair, puffy eyes, hair 
loss, brittle nails, joint aches, 
ccnstipation, mental dull¬ 
ness, fatigue, frequent in¬ 
fections, PMS symptoms,

Your 
individual thyroid hormone 
levels are not like anyone 
else’s. 

Thyroid tests will not 
give you an accurate indi- 
catian of your ideal thyroid 
hormone level, because 
they are missing a critical 
piece at information which 
is your peak thyroid level 
when you were young 
and healthy. Should your 
thyroid test results indicate 
that you are in the “nor¬ 
mal” range...say 5.5...but 
when you were younger 
you would have tested at 
a 9, then indeed, your thy¬ 
roid is quite under active 
for you. At 5.5 you may feel 
very tired yet your doctor 
will tell you that your test 
results are “normal.” 

You can only truly 
compare you with you, 
and not a range of oth¬ 
ers. It would be ideal if we 
were tested when we were 
in our late teens and twen¬ 
ties and aur peak levels 
were recarded at the tap- 
most physical time in our 
life. Then, as we age, we 
could test ourselves again 
to ensure that our hormone 
levels remain at this peak 
level. 

The second reason 
that the tests are often in¬ 
accurate is because they 
only show what your thy¬ 
roid hormone levels are 



on the day of testing. Your 
thyroid is a “tricky” organ 
to both diagnose and treat 
since its hormone levels 
fluctuate all the time. What 
you eat each day has a 
tremendous and immedi¬ 
ate impact on it, and how 
much hormone it secretes. 

A third reason for 
their inaccuracy is that 
the tests do not indicate 
if your thyroid hormone 
is actually entering your 
cells. Your thyroid may be 
manufacturing plenty of 
hormone but your cells 
can become resistant to 
the hormone and not able 
to utilize it. This condition is 
called Wilson’s Syndrome. 
If you have low body tem¬ 
perature and some of the 
symptoms listed above you 
could have this condition. 

In our clinic we see 
a lot of hypo or low func¬ 
tioning thyroids. The first 
solution is to put our pa¬ 
tients on their metabolic 
or blood type food list. Be¬ 
cause of today’s diet, peo¬ 
ple will likely never experi¬ 
ence outstanding thyraid 
health, unless they are en¬ 
couraged to change their 
eating habits. 

Your thyroid can 
be nourished better with 
a diet that includes the 
good fats (olive oil, pump- 
kinseed oil, real, unsalted 


butter, cod liver oil, and 
egg yalks) and mineral-rich 
fcods (dark green leafy 
vegetables, sea salt and 
acean veggies). Supple¬ 
ments that help in building 
a strong thyroid are kelp 
and selenium. 

Most thyroid pa¬ 
tients are women and 
many with low proges¬ 
terone are aften misdi¬ 
agnosed as thyraid defi¬ 
ciency. Thyroid and sex 
hormones each affect the 
other. We often attend 
women with bulging eyes, 
racing heartbeat, and a 
swollen neck by naturally 
stimulating their progester¬ 
one production. Adding 
zinc to your daily supple¬ 
ment routine is important 
for sexual health. 

Irregular periods, 
often leading to needless 
hysterectomies, are unfor¬ 
tunate comman aspects 
of hypothyroidism; and 
breast disease. Too little 
thyroid production may 
cause increased prolactin 
levels and persistent estro¬ 
gen stimulation. 

Prolactin is the 
hormone that stimulates 
the production of breast 
milk. Levels rise normally 
during pregnancy and 
breastfeeding. Abnormal 
changes in prolactin pro¬ 
duction can slow or stop 
your menstruation and 
you may find that you are 
producing milk from your 
breasts when you are not 
pregnant.

AP Business Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) —Com¬ 
cast is speeding up and 
expanding a discounted 
Internet service that was 
created to get more low- 
income people online. 
Comcast created the pra- 
gram four years ago as a 
condition of government 
approval of its purchase 
of NBCUniversal. The ser¬ 
vice costs $10 a month, a 
quarter of Comcast’s pro- 
matianal price for a slightly 
faster Internet speed. 

But critics have said the 
service, called Internet Es¬ 
sentials, was toa slow and 
its reach too limited.

NHL entrusting 
live-game app, 
cable network 
to baseball 

NEW YORK (AP) — The Na¬ 
tional Hockey League is 
passing its digital puck to 
Major League Baseball in 
an unusual sports partner¬ 
ship. 

Major League Baseball 
will distribute the hockey 
league's Internet stream¬ 
ing service and run the 
NHL's cable-television 
network as part of an al¬ 
liance announced Tues¬ 
day. 

Terms of six-year con¬ 
tact between the 
two sports leagues 
weren't annaunced. 

The deal entrusts the 
baseball league with the 
NHL GameCenter app 
that allaws fans ta watch 
most hockey games live 
on smartphones, tablets 
and other Internet-con¬ 
nected devices. Annual 
subscriptions to the NHL 
app typically have cost 
$160, though the pricing 
for the upcoming year 
wasn't announced Tues¬ 
day. 

Major League Baseball is 
taking over the app rights 
tram NeuLian in January. 
The NHL’s cable-TV net¬ 
work will operate from the 
Secaucus, New Jersey, 
headquarters of the MLB 
network. □

some” process that can 
take up to three months. 
Comcast spokesman 
Charlie Douglas said some 
of the criticisms of the pro¬ 
gram are “quite aid and 
have nat been well-doc¬ 
umented." Comcast says 
it's increasing the number 
of schools whose families 
are eligible for faster ap¬ 


proval. Once a family is 
approved, Comcast can 
send a self-installation kit in 
three to five days.Philadel¬ 
phia-based Camcast said 
Tuesday that more than 
500,000 households have 
been Internet Essentials 
customers. That’s up from 
350,000 households about 
a year ago. About 20 per¬ 
cent of eligible households 
have signed up. 

Other changes Camcast 
annaunced Tuesday in¬ 
cluded adding a free Wi-Fi 
router so families can con¬ 
nect their smartphones 
and other devices to a

Camcast said additianal 
cities for testing the ser¬ 
vice for seniors will be an¬ 
nounced in coming weeks.

FDA clears first 3-D printed prescription drug

Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion has approved the first 
prescription drug made 
through 3-D printing: a dis¬ 
solvable tablet that treats 
seizures. 

Aprecia Pharmaceuticals 
said Manday the FDA ap¬ 
proved its drug Spritam for 
adults and children who 
suffer from certain types of 
seizures caused by epilep¬ 
sy. The tablet is manufac¬ 
tured through a layered 
process via 3-D printing 
and dissolves when taken 
with liquid. 

The Ohia-based company 
says its printing system can 
package patent drug dos¬ 
es of up to 1,000 milligrams 


into individual tablets. It ex¬ 
pects to launch Spritam in 
the first quarter of 2016. 

The FDA has previausly ap¬ 
proved medical devices 


— including prosthetics 

— made with 3-D printing. 
An agency spekesweman 
cenfirmed the new drug 
is the first prescription tab¬ 


let approved that uses the 
process. 

Aprecia said in a state¬ 
ment it plans to develop 
other medications using 
its 3-D platform in coming 
years, including mere neu- 
ralogical drugs. The com¬ 
pany is privately awned. 
Doctors are increasingly 
turning to 3-D printing to 
create customized im¬ 
plants for patients with rare 
conditions and injuries, in¬ 
cluding children who can¬ 
not be treated with adult- 
size devices.

Slump deepens 
for Apple on China 
worries, iPhone

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Apple is slumping as the 
usually high-flying tech 
stock struggles with the 
burden of raised expec¬ 
tations. 

The world’s most valuable 
public company saw its 
stock price drop for a fifth 
straight day on Tuesday, 
falling as much as $5.19 
or 4.4 percent, to $113.25 
as investors fretted over 
China’s economy and 
whether Apple can keep 
growing at the pace it’s 
maintained over the last 
few quarters. 

Apple shares are down 
14 percent since closing 
at a record $133 in Febru¬ 
ary. That puts Apple in a 
“correction,” which is Wall 
Street jargon for price 
declines of 10 percent or 
more from a peak. 

The stock also dropped 
below its 200-day moving 
average, a technical indi¬ 
cator that traders use to 
gauge momentum. 

Apple sold more than 
47 million of its signature 
iPhones in the last quar¬ 
ter, or 35 percent more 
than a year earlier. That 
drove the company’s 
profit and earnings above 
Wall Street estimates. But 
iPhone sales were not 
quite as good as some 
analysts predicted, and 
executives gave a luke¬ 
warm forecast for the cur¬ 
rent period. That has sent 
the stock into a decline 
since Apple reported 
earnings on July 21. 
Shareholders are also 
worried about recent hic¬ 
cups in China’s economy, 
because the country is 
viewed as one of Apple’s 
biggest markets for ex¬ 
pansion, said Daniel Ives, 
a managing director 
and senior analyst for FBR 
Capital Markets. 

He added that investors 
are looking ahead to the 
December quarter, which 
is traditionally Apple’s 
strongest. The company 
sold 74 million iPhones dur¬ 
ing that period last year, 
a 46 percent jump. But it 
will be more difficult for 
Apple to show that kind 
of growth again.Q

Toyota’s quarterly profit up 10% on cheap yen, cost cuts

TOKYO (AP) — Toyota's 
profit for April-June rose 10 
percent on perks from a 
cheap yen and cost reduc¬ 
tion efforts that offset lower 
vehicle sales. 

Toyota Motor Corp. had a 
fiscal first quarter profit of 
646.3 billion yen ($5.2 bil¬ 
lion), up from $587.7 billion a 
year earlier. Quarterly sales 
increased by 9 percent to 


6.98 trillion yen ($56.3 bil¬ 
lion), the automaker said 
Tuesday. 

But it sold about 127,000 
fewer vehicles compared 
to last year, at 2.1 million ve¬ 
hicles during the quarter, as 
sales languished in Japan, 
other parts of Asia, and 
Europe. Vehicle sales were 
healthy in North America. 
Toyota, the world's top au¬ 
tomaker for the last three 
years, was outpaced by 


Volkswagen AG of Germa¬ 
ny in global vehicle sales 
for the first half of this year. 
The manufacturer of the 
Prius hybrid, Lexus luxury 
model and Camry sedan 
was hit by a major embar¬ 
rassment recently when an 
American it promoted with 
great fanfare, as a sign 
of greater diversity at the 
company, was arrested in 
Japan on suspicion of drug 
law violations. 


Julie Hamp, 55, who re¬ 
signed from her post, was 
released without charges 
after nearly a month in cus¬ 
tody. She was suspected 
of importing oxycodone, 
a narcotic pain killer.

Toyota has announced a 
board member as her re¬ 
placement, but has not an¬ 
nounced another female 
senior executive.

CVS Health earnings rise despite dumping tobacco fix

Pricey specialty drugs 
helped CVS Health cope 
with tobacco withdrawal 
and top analyst expecta¬ 
tions in the second quarter. 
But the nation's second- 
largest drugstore chain 
also narrowed its full-year 
earnings outlook and is¬ 
sued a third-quarter fore¬ 
cast that fell short of Wall 
Street's expectations. 

Its stock fell more than 3 
percent in morning trading 
Tuesday. The Woonsocket, 
Rhode Island, company 
said that revenue from its 
biggest business, its phar¬ 
macy benefits manage¬ 
ment segment, jumped 
12 percent in the second 
quarter to more than $24 
billion, spurred in part by 
specialty drugs. 

These complex medica¬ 
tions treat certain forms 
of cancer and hepatitis 
C, among other condi¬ 
tions. They often represent 
treatment breakthroughs 
but can cost considerably 
more than other prescrip¬ 
tions. Use of these drugs is 
soaring, and health insur¬ 


ers, employers and other 
bill payers are relying more 
on companies like CVS 
Health to help restrain this 
growth. 

Revenue from the com¬ 
pany's retail drugstore 
segment inched up only 2 
percent to $17.2 billion in 
part because sales from 
the front-end of its stores, 
or the area outside the 
pharmacy, plunged 7.8 
percent, at established lo¬ 
cations. 

CVS Health runs 7,870 
drugstores. The front-end 
figure from those stores 
would have been flat if 
CVS hadn't pulled to¬ 
bacco products from its 
shelves nearly a year ago. 
The drugstore chain actu¬ 
ally helped profitability by 
dumping thin-margin to¬ 
bacco products, but its ex¬ 
ecutives knew they would 
take a sales hit because 
smokers often grab other 
products when they stop in 
for their next pack. 

The company dropped to¬ 
bacco anyway because 
it is trying to burnish its im¬ 
age as a health care ser¬ 
vices provider. The drug¬ 


store chain runs nearly 
1,000 walk-in clinics in its 
stores and has bulked up 
on healthy foods and fhe 
number of health care 
and beauty products it 
provides. It also plans to ex¬ 
pand its reach into health 
care with a $1.9 billion deal 
to purchase the pharmacy 
and clinic business of the 


retail giant Target Corp. 
CEO Larry Merlo told ana¬ 
lysts that the Target deal 
helps expand his compa¬ 
ny's presence west of the 
Mississippi River “in a very, 
very capital efficient way,” 
without having to build 
new stores. 

Overall, CVS Health earn¬ 
ings rose 2 percent to 


$1.27 billion in the second 
quarter while revenue rose 
more than 7 percent to 
$37.17 billion. 

Adjusted earnings totaled 
$1.22 per share, exclud¬ 
ing costs tied to the Target 
deal and the company's 
pending $10 billion acquisi¬ 
tion of pharmaceutical dis¬ 
tributor Omnicare. □ 


BMW earnings slip on China, costs for new models

FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) 

— German luxury auto¬ 
maker BMW saw net profit 
slip 1 percent in the sec¬ 
ond quarter amid higher 
costs to bring out new ve¬ 
hicles and a tougher mar¬ 
ket in China, a major pillar 
of its profits. 

The company said Tues¬ 
day that net profit fell to 
1.75 billion euros ($1.92 bil¬ 


lion) from 1.77 billion euros 
in the April-June quarter of 
last year. 

Munich-based BMW AG 
also said it sold a less prof¬ 
itable product mix con¬ 
taining more compact 
cars, which typically earn 
less per vehicle. 

The profit margin before 
interest and taxes, a key 
earnings figure, fell to 8.4 
percent in the quarter 
from a strong 11.7 percent 


in the year-ago quarter. 
Analysts say key BMW 
models such as the 5 Se¬ 
ries and 7 Series sedans 
are nearing the end of 
their life cycle, which can 
hurt sales as customers 
see newer products from 
competitors. The compa¬ 
ny has already unveiled a 
new 7 Series, which will go 
on sale this fall. 

Renewing models is cost¬ 
ly but pays off if the new 


version sells better than its 
competitors. BMW faces 
tough competition for lux¬ 
ury car sales from Daimler 
AG's Mercedes-Benz and 
Volkswagen AG's Audi. 
The company also cau¬ 
tioned that the Chinese 
market — a source of rich 
profits for German car- 
makers in the past sev¬ 
eral years — is “normaliz¬ 
ing" and becoming more 
competitive. BMW sales 


there slipped 1.4 percent 
in the quarter. Chinese 
economic growth has 
slowed in recent months. 
BMW's new CEO, Harald 
Krueger, said in a confer¬ 
ence call that the com¬ 
pany remains “positive 
about China for the me¬ 
dium- and long-term.”

“With the number of candi¬ 
dates we have, the gate¬ 
keeper becomes more 
powerful,” Dowd said.

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Drought could hurt endangered fish caught in water fight

DIXON, Calif. (AP) - Califor- 
nia's historic drought could 
wipe out a tiny, endan¬ 
gered fish that’s played an 
outsized role in the state’s 
water wars. 

The delta smelt lives in 
the Sacramento-San Joa¬ 
quin River Delta, the West 
Coast’s largest estuary that 
supplies water to Central 
Valley farms and millions 
of Southern California resi¬ 
dents. 

The silvery, finger-sized fish 
has been in frouble for 
years, but the four-year 
drought is helping to push 
the smelt to the brink of 
extinction. And it threat¬ 
ens several other native 
fish species, including the 
longfin smelt, green stur¬ 
geon and winter-run Chi¬ 
nook salmon. 

In July, a key index of delfa 
smelf abundance hit zero 
for the first time since the 
survey began in 1959. 
Researchers found a hand¬ 
ful of smelt, 

but the number was too 
small to register on the 
population gauge. 

“The delta smelt is basically 
on its last legs right now. 
We’ll be lucky if it survives 
the coming year,” said Pe¬ 
ter Moyle, a fish biologisf at 
the University of California, 
Davis who has been study¬ 
ing the fish for four de¬ 
cades. 

On a recent fish survey, 
Moyle and three other re¬ 
searchers trawled the tur¬ 
bid waters of the sprawling 
estuary that once teemed 
with the delta smelt. 

They pulled a net out of 
the water and emptied 
dozens of fish into a plastic 
bin on their research boat. 
They logged and tossed 
back 13 species, including 
carp, crappie, catfish and 
striped bass - but no delta 
smelt. 


Delta smelt populations 
have been declining for 
decades due to invasive 
predators, pollution, habi¬ 
tat loss and increased wa¬ 
ter exports to farms and 
cifies. 

The droughf has worsened 
conditions by reducing 
freshwater flows and raising 
wafer femperafures. 

“The drought has basically 
made all the things that 
were bad for smelt worse,” 
Moyle said. 

The delta smelt has been 
at the center of vicious wa¬ 
fer fights between farmers, 
fishermen, cities and envi¬ 
ronmentalists ever since it 
was listed as a threatened 
species under the U.S. En¬ 
dangered Species Act in 
1993. It was listed as an en¬ 
dangered under state law 
in 2010. 

The government has regu¬ 
larly cut water exports from 
the delta to protect the 
smelt and other threatened 
fish from being sucked info 
fhe giant pumps that send 


water south. The last cuts 
related to delta smelt were 
in February 2013, said Steve 
Martarano, a spokesman 
for the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service. 

Scientists and environmen¬ 
talists say the sensitive fish 
needs protection because 
it’s a key indicator of fhe 
delta’s health, but farm¬ 
ers say too much precious 
water has been wasted on 
the fish - water that could 
be used to grow crops and 
fill reservoirs. 

Stanislaus County almond 
grower Jim Jasper, who 
relies on delta water to ir¬ 
rigate his orchards, was a 
part of a lawsuit that chal¬ 
lenged the federal wildlife 
service over delta smelt 
protections. 

The U.S. Supreme Court re¬ 
jected their appeal earlier 
this year, leaving the water 
restrictions in place. 

Last year, Jasper pulled 
out 400 acres of almond 
trees - about one-fifth of 
his orchards - because he 


couldn’t get enough wa¬ 
ter to irrigate them, reduc¬ 
ing his almond production 
and forcing him to cut em¬ 
ployee work hours. 
Standing next to the ir¬ 
rigation canal that deliv¬ 
ers water from the delta, 
Jasper said endangered

The UC Davis Fish Conser¬ 
vation and Culture Labo¬ 
ratory in Byron may be the 
last place where you can 
still find large numbers of 
delfa smelt. 

The hatchery was recently 
awarded a $10 million fed¬ 
eral grant to continue its 
work breeding the smelt 
in captivity for scientific 
research and to ensure its 
survival if the species van¬ 
ishes from the wild. 

“One of our most impor¬ 
tant projects is to maintain 
a refuge population of fhis 
species,” said Tien-Chieh 
Hung, the lab’s director. 
“We may be the place 
that holds the most delta 
smelt in the world. ”□

“It would be amazing if 
we had a younger demo¬ 
graphic look at these girls 
and realize, ‘I love these 
supersmart girls and I want 
to be like them,”’ Phelan 
said. 

Consider it a pop culture 
contribution to academic 
efforts to engage girls and 
young women in the disci¬ 
plines known by the acro¬ 
nym “STEM,” for science, 
technology, engineering 
and mathematics. 


The series’ diverse cast in¬ 
cludes Victoria Vida, Gen¬ 
neya Walton, Ysa Penarejo 
and Mika Abdalla as the 
intrepid quartet called on 
to rescue a royal — but not 
a princess. 

“Our damsel in distress is a 
prince on a civilian flight to 
space.

“This is what I want girls 
to see more of. Instead

Wall Street in “4-inch heels 
and going to a high-pow¬

Writer Jordana Arkin went 
one better, vetting the

The action and the sci¬ 
ence are lighthearted: In 
one scene, the girls dust for 
fingerprints with a concoc¬ 
tion made from kitchen in¬ 
gredients. 

“Project Mc2” offers some¬ 
thing else for tweens: a 
serialized story, not stand¬ 
alone episodes. 

“They can even binge- 
watch,” Phelan said. □

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 

“first family of Marvel" has 
had some growing pains. 
While Marvel’s X-Men and 
the Avengers have built 
their big screen empires 
into well-oiled billion dollar 
franchises, the Fantastic 
Four have floundered with 
never-was and the never- 
should-have-been adap¬ 
tations. First there was the 
Roger Corman-produced 
film that was killed before 
it hit theaters in 1994, and 
then two critically loathed, 
but decently profitable at¬ 
tempts in the mid-2000s 
with future Captain Amer¬ 
ica Chris Evans as the Flu- 
man Torch. 

The Fantastic Four are 
among Marvel's longest- 
running series and most be¬ 
loved groups. Created by 
Stan Lee and Jack Kirby, 
the scientists-turned-super- 
heroes were relatoble and 
wry in their interactions as 
a team — even when they 
weren't fighting supervil¬ 
lains. When it debuted in 
November 1961, it was a 
refreshing revelation that 
helped inform the Marvel 
voice and set a path for 
Iron Man and Spider-Man.
